MINERAL LAND*, NOT 


FUILKOAD LANDS. 


There have been some misgivings 


entertained by citizens and prospectors 
•bout the terms of the grant of public 
lands made by the government to the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company- 


There has been land patented to the 


comrany which is highly mineralised 
and on which mining claims have been 
made; for that reason it may be In- 
teresting to know the terms of the 
grant respecting mineral lands. The 
Journal has made a few extracts from 
the (trant for the nurpose of riving 
those Interested In mining some Idea 
of its term*. These extract* are given 
below: 


"Whereas, By an Act of Congress. 


approved July 1. IMS, a* amended by 
an Act of July 2, 1M4, to aid in the 
construction of a railroad and tele- 
graph line from Missouri River to the 
Pacific Ocean, and to secure to the 
government the use of the same for 
postal, mllitarv and other purposes, au- 
thority Is given to • • • a corpo- 
ration existing under the law* of the
